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$a,ily  m&rfcet  reports  on  grapes  were  issued  from  the  Federal -Si  ate  Market  Eews 

Office  in  Rochester,  Hew  York  from  September  21,  1942  to  October  23,  1942*  The 
reports  were  mailed  free  of  charge  to  interested  parties  requesting  them.  The 
material  contained  in  this'brief  review  has^  been-  obtained- from  the  daily  reports 
issued  at  Rochester, ] from  Departmental  publications  released  at  Washington,  D.  C. 
or  Albany,  Hwf»  and  from  growers, -shippers  and  processors  in  the  Finger  Lakes 
District  of  Hew  York* 


Grape  growers  in  the  Finger  Lakes  District  of  Sew  York  received  more  money 
for  their  1942  grape  crop  than  for  their  1941  crop.  Prices  received  for  grapes 
for  shipment  were  higher  tha:n  .in  .1941,' while  prices  paid' by  processors  were  about 
the  same  as  for  1941.  Yields  were  higher  than  in"  1941  and  with  a  slight  advantage 
in  prices  total  returns  were  better, 

As  in  the  past  few  seasons,  processors  (mostly  for  juice  and  wine.)  wore  the 
principal  users  of  central  and  western  Hew  York  grapes.   Only  a  small  percent  of 
the  production  was  shipped  for  market  purposes.  Hail  movement  for  the  season 
totalled  70  cars,  as  cpmpared  with  4  cars  in  1941.  Truck  movement  was  estimated 
*at  about  the  same  percent  as  for  1941,  or  at  less  than  5  percent  of  the  production 
excepting  the  movement  by  trucks  to  processors  or  to  local  up-state  markets.  Due 
to  wa^r  conservation  measures  for  tiros  arid  gasoline  not  as  many  trucks  were  avails- 
able  as  in  previous  seasons.  Also  rationing  of  gasoline  reduced  the  pleasure  driv- 
ing of  private  ears  from  Rochester,  Buffalo  and  other  up-state  cities  and  as  a 
result  roadside  sales  were  an  unimportant  .outlet  for  grapes  this  season. 

Price  information  was  available  only  in  the  Finger  Lakes  District  of  the  State 
where  a  small  volume  of  grapes  were  sold  for  shipment  commercialism.   Shippers  sales 
in  trucklots  and  carlots  of  'U.JS'.K.o.l  Table  Concords  in  two -quart  climax  baskets 
were  mostly  at  21^,  with  a  few  sales  lower,  as  compared  with  a  range  of  14;y^l6^ 
in  1941.  Bushel  baskets  of  U.S,Ko.l  Juice  Concords  ranged  $60-. 00-63. 00  as  compared 
with  $55.00-60.00  in  1941.  Bushel  baskets  of  U.S.ITo.l  Juice  Niagaras  sold  at 
$65.00-70.00  as  compared  with  $58.00-65.00  in  1941.  Processors  in  the  Finger 
Lakes  District  paid  growers  $50.00  per  ton  for  Concords,  $60.00  for  Niagaras, 
$100.00-104.00  for  Catawbas  and  $150.00  for  Dolawares  -  approximately  the  same 
prices  paid  in  1941. 

Weather  was  favorable  for  grape  production  in  1942  resulting  in  a  crop  for  N.Y. 
of  69,600  tons,  45  percent  larger  than  the  1941  crop  of  47^:600  tons,  but  2  percent 
smaller  than  the  10-year  (1930-39)  average  of  70,860  tons.   The  crop  was  two  weeks 
earlier  than  usual  as  in  1941.  Harvesting  commenced  in  mid-September  and  continued 
through  most  of  October,  although  most  crops  were  harvested  by  mid-October.  Weather 
was  favorable  during  the  harvest  and  it  was  completed  before  any  damaging  freeies 
occurred. 

The  United  States  1942  grape  crop  was  estimated  at  2,531,530  tons,  7  percent 
less  than  the  2,728,330  tons  produced  in  1941,  but  13  percent  above  the  10-year 
(1930-39)  average  of  2,246 ,271'  tons.   California  production  was  2,300,000  tons, 
of  which  537,000  tons  were  wine,  varieties,  1,326,000  tons  raisin  types,  and  437,000 
tons  table  varieties.  The  California  crops  of  all  three  types  were  smaller  than 
last  season,  but  were  above  average.
